Fireman W. A. “ Russ" Garner 
suffered a broken finger. 
The fire still was raging ftrr- 
iously in the north portion of the 
basement at mid morning.

ued to smolder shortly 
noon.

NEST EGGS 
One hesitates to state that the moral problem 
concerned with nest eggs is as critical to the 
nation’s welfare as bikinis, apple pies with in­ 
sufficient juice, or wiry parsley tossed over good 
meats and abashed potatoes. 
The idea behind a porcelain or wooden eggs is to 
stimulate biddy to lay more eggs. Psychologists 
tell us that we need a stimulus to produce a re­ 
sponse. Grandmother always insisted that the hens 
laid better if a nest eggs was in each nest. 
Grandfather pooh-poohed the idea and claimed 
that when a hen was ready to deposit her day’s 
contribution, she did not need any outside stim­ 
ulus. 
Around the stove in the general store, straight- 
faced farm ers and villagers discussed the philos­ 
ophy of the situation when they had exhausted such 
topics as the road agent, new-fangled ideas in 
education, and whether horseless carriages would 
ever amount to anything. 
Basically, a hen, like a man, needs a goal to live 
a satisfying life. Some hens, like some men, are 
inclined to take life as easily as possible and it 
may be that a nest egg is just the stimulus needed 
to achieve results. 
There is a moral here if one can corner it. This 
is the time of year when tasks need to be done. 
A hen should lay an egg and a man should clean 
out the garage and straighten up the cellar. 
Hens naturally lay more eggs as spring comes 
on, but we are not certain that men grow more 
industrious. 
All factors considered, the countryman is in 
favor of nest eggs.

There’s nothing like a good intra-party fight to 
brighten the pages of Missouri newspapers, and 
judging from the statements made in the last 72 
hours, the state may be in for a good one within 
the Democratic party.

Kenneth Eudy, 43, Jonesboro, 
pending the appointment of coun­ 
sel for Long by the court and a 
subsequent competency hearing. 
Long, a prosperous Union Coun­ 
ty farm er who owns and oper­ 
ates some 555 acres of land, 
maintained his consistant refusal 
to hire legal counsel at the h ear­ 
ing and told the court, in effect, 
that if the court wanted to appoint 
an attorney for him there was 
nothing he could do about it. 
When informed of the compe­ 
tency hearing, a procedure to de­ 
e r mine whether he knows right 
from wrong and can co-oper­ 
ate with his attorney, he told the 
court that he was sane. 
At 
his 
arraignm ent Monday, 
Long waived trial by jury and 
pleaded guilty, State's Atty. Wil­ 
liam Lewis said. 
Rev. Eudy, in company of two of 
his children, a son, 11, and daugh­ 
te r, 9, was on a pastoral visit at 
the Long home when the tragedy 
occurred. 
Long is charged with shooting 
his wife and Rev. Eudy with a 
shotgun and then beating them to 
death as they lay wounded. 
Long was quoted as saying he felt 
that some of his acquaintances 
w ere trying to harass him and 
wanted him to get out of the state 
and go to California.

All three of 
these types are extremely useful in the garden. 


Annual flowers are grouped into 3 general 
classes based on their ability to tolerate winter 
temperatures: hardy, half-hardy and tender. 
One good way to distinguish hardy annuals is 
to watch to see which ones self-sow in your 
garden. The seeds of these, and sometimes the 
plants, have survived the winter’s cold. 
In most gardens bachelor’s button, sweet alys­ 
sum, portulaca, calliopsis, gaillardia are of this 
group. 
Seeds of these plants may be sown in 
fall or in earliest spring, as soon as the ground 
is workable, in places where they are to bloom. 
Half-hardy annuals are those native to warmer 
climates that need a longer growing season than 
Northern United States and Canada offer. These 
are usually started indoors or in a greenhouse 
or hotbed early in spring, then moved outdoors 


when coldest weather is past. A little light frost 
won't hurt them. 
This is more satisfactory than sowing seeds 
outdoors as plants so started bloom only very 
late in the season. 
Annuals considered half-hardy include lobelia, 
scabiosa, petunia and verbena. 
The tender annuals are tropicals that will 
tolerate no frost at all. They need an exception­ 
ally long season to mature so are started indoors 
from seeds sown as early as February. They 
may have been transplanted several times before 
frost free time permits their planting in the 
garden. 
Nemophila,

torenia belong to this group.

The percentage of cotton miking 
in the desirable range of 3.5 to 
4.9 dropped from 82 per cent in 
1966 to 66 per cent in the 1967- 
68 season according to Paul W. 
Karban, officer in charge of the 
office. 
Strict low middling made up 43 
per cent of total classings this 
year against 49 per cent during 
the previous season, strict low 
middling light spotted accounted 
for the next highest percentage 
with 15 per cent during the 1967 
season against 12 per cent in 
1966. 
The percentage of cotton 
classed in the spotted and tinged 
grades increased sharply and ac­ 
counted for 19 per cent against 
only five per cent in 1966. 
Staple length of 1-1/16 Inches 
accounted for the largest per­ 
centage last season at 42 per 
cent.
